6,028,435) disclose a semiconductor device evaluation system using optical fiber and 
Walraven et al. (U.S. 6,407,560) disclose thermally-induced voltage alteration for 
analysis of microelectrode-mechanical devices, they do not disclose the above- 
mentioned limitations.
